“Our reguiar cavalry has, with few 
exceptions proved no match for the 
wily Boer in either reconnottring or 
scouting The mourted infantry, 
consideringtheir very slight training, 
have acquitted themselves creditably. 
The two principal duties of com- 
batant mounted troops, vit.—intelll- 
gent reconnoitring, and care and 
management of horecs, must be in- 
euleated fn all branches; and, anti! 
this is-done, our ecavairy will be of 
ttle use to us ‘the eyes and ears” of 
the army.” 

He points out that, notwithetand- 
ing the hard work the cavalry bave 
had, the exceptionally great loss of 
horses is hardly to be accounted for 
by bard work. He instances the case 
of the colonial troops; where we do 
not hear of this abnormal loss of 
mounts because almostevery individ- 
ual colonial is something.of a herse 
master. 

He pays (ie following high compli- 
ment to the Canadian trooper: “For 
dash, combined with knowledge of 
the game and individual intelligence 
it would be hard to beat our colonial 
force taken as.a whole. They have 
commanded the admiration of all, 
and in all probability they form the 
finest body of mounted troops -in the 
world, with the sole exception per- 
haps of the picked Indian cavalry, 
and all ‘this in face of infinitely less 
training than the bomebdred article.”
